WORRIED 


The Thal government in parti- 
cular Is worried. because the arms 
are flown across its territory. And 
Burma dreads that, in spite of 
her protestations and rather 
feeble efforts to deal with the 
Nationalist Chinese troops, Red 
China may, seize on the pretext 
for an invasion and occupation.
